I would like to report to you the 
progress being made with the 
Bang’s vaccination program. On 
Monday, November 23rd, we start- 
ed in Township 33, Range 27. We 
plan to work from east to west 
across the municipality in a sys- | 
tematic fashion, taking one town- | 
ship at a time. By Saturday night 
two townships will have been com- 
pleted. | 

It is possible to do about a half 
a township a day except when the 
calf population is high or over 150. 
To do this many calves per day it 
means that each farmer must be 
ready and have his calves rounded 
up and easy to get at on the day 
the veterinarian ts in his vicinity. 

We have appointed a captain for 
each half township, who is respon- 
sible to get word around to each 
cattle owner in his territory to have 
the acvles ready on the appointed 
day. I! will alert the captain a few 
days ahead of the appointed vac- 
cination day so that everything will 
be in readiness for the veterinarian, 
and vaccinations can be completed 
with a minimum of time loss. 
Co-operation to date has been 
good, Practically every cattle own- 
in the district recognizes the 
value and purpose of Bang’'s vac- 
cination. There is the odd one who | 
desires further information which | 
we will be glad to supply if we re- 
cieve enquiries. This program is a 
big one and getting it done with 
the least delay is very important. | 
Ready and complete co-operation | 
will be greatly appreciated by 
those in charge.
